An Account of the Behaviour of thoſe Perſons that the 
Impropristor ſent tomy Houſe, to carry on the Se- 
queſtration of my Goods in his Name, who did take 
and carry away, after the Poſſeſſion taken by the 
Baliffs, as by the Schedule is made appear. 


WW Hen the ſaid Daniel Swallentered my Houſe, with 
John Plamer, who was the Attorney concerned 
init, and John Petly, formerly Impropriator in the ſame 
Parſonage, and George Waker, a Wicked, Envious Man 
againſt Friends, as by his Behaviour did appear, by his 
ſearching out Things beyond any of the reſt, whom the 
faid Smai brought as Appraiſers of my Goods.

firſt, Whether they thought ir Chriſtianity they were a 
going to at by me? And then warned them to take heed 
what they did, for ſome of them had Grey Hairs, and Chil- 
dren as well as my ſelf, and that the Hand of the Lord 
would find them out. 

Thea the ſaid Small was very Turbulent in his Behavi- 
our, and thoſe he brought with him as Servants ; ſo they 
tore and broke down my Goods, and threw them out of 
the Window, as if it had been where an Houſe is on Fire, 
and took my Victuals and threw it down, ſome in a Chair, 
and ſome on the Ground, and ſtepped over it, which came 
ſo over them, that two of the Bailifts wept to behold ſuch 
Oppreſſion ; and one of the Bailiffs ſeeing a Dog going to it, 
drove him away ; and one ofthem cried out of Smal/'s Cru- 
elty, ſo that he was troubled to get his Work accompliſhed. 

For Fohn Horne, as by -his Son I was informed, being 
defired to be Appraiſcr, refuſed, and would not be con- 
cerned in it for Five Pound ; alſo one Gamm, a Joyner, alias 
Gamaliel Tomlen, refuſed the ſame, and ſaid he would not. 
meddle if they would give him Forty Shillings; and one 
Richard Friend, a Cazpenter, was deſired to take down 
my Beds, but he refuſed, and told the Meſſenger, IfI did 
deſire any thing to be took down or ſer up he would wait on 
me, but not on them : And one John Grigs, who came up 
accidentally about the middle of the Afternoon, and beheld 
it, was Jefired tohelp away with my Goods, and heſhould 
be paid for halfa Days Work, but he refuſed, and went 
his way concerned to behold their Ungodly Deeds. 

And when Small was Charged with ſuch Cruelties, he 
ſhiftingly ſaid, It was his Ladies aQ, and not his ; but he 
was told, That his Lady, as hecalleq her, would be made

preſſion, that they may take Care how they are concerned 
in perſecuting of thoſe, who for Conſcience to God cannot 
give them Tythes, and is left to the Witneſs for God in 
their Conſciences to judge, whether they think, that when 
both they and we ſhall come to ſtand naked and bare before 
the Bar of Divine Juſtice, to Receive a Reward of the 
Deeds done in this Life, whether or no they think ſuch 
Things will give them peace and acceprance at the Throne 
of Grace, or will ftand againſt them to their perpetual 
Shame and Confuſion for Ever? 

So with Living praiſes to the Lord, who hath counted 
me worthy to ſufter for him, fo that I could with Joy in

Fohn Love and his Family, left deſtitute of Beds, and other 
Neceſſaries, and reduced to great Wants and Nereffities, 
and this for his Conſciencious Teſtimony againſt Tythes 
being paid to any Prieſthood, fince Chriſt was offer'd up, 
who put an end to the Levitical Prieſthood, to whom 
Tythes were given ; and ſince 'Tythes were ſo put down, 
they have been Revived under the Romiſh Church, and 
many called Proteſtants loving the Lucre thereof, make 
Hayock and Spoil of the Goods of their Neighbours for the 
ſame, notwithſtanding the Sutferers deſire the Lord would 
open the Eyes of their Perſecutors, and ſhew them the Evil 
of their Doings, :

Aſh, the 19th of the 11th Month, 1699. 
Dear Friend, 

HF. Occafion of my Writing to thee, is 10 acquaint thee, 

that the Dewvourer hath been let looſe upon my Father for 

about Twenty Shillings, which was the moſt of their Demand for 
One Tears T the; they came with Three Batliffs, and took and 
carried away to the Value of 57 |. and upwards, in Goods, fo 
that my Father hath not a bedto le on, nor 4 Blanket to cover 
himſelf, nor ſcarce a Chair to ſit in, nor ſcarce any neceſſary- 
thing, nor no Corn left by them, exc:pt about a Galton of Barley, 
but yet this is our Joy and Rejoicing, being all our Family toge- 
ther, exceph my Siſter Mary, aud my Brothers Wife, we took up 
our Lodging, and lay all Six of us in good clean Straw beds, as 
was left us in the Barn, and bleſſed be the Lord, we felt his 
Living Preſence to make our Straw-beds as eaſie to us as if it 
had been a Bed of Down ; aud in this we all could Rejoice, and 
did Reoice, finding better Goods left than was taken away, ſuch 
Treaſure as Moth nor Ruſt cannot Corrupt, nor Thief Steal. 
We indeed had wery large Incouragement in the very midſt of 
their Hurry : nhew they were throwing the Goods out of the 
Windows, the Lord ſmote twoof the Bailiff s with ſuch. Horroy, 
that they were much broken, and wept to behold ſuch Oppreſſion, 
ani to ſee the Loyd bear us up with ſuch Patience, as to Rejoice 
under it, and ſaid, That they would not medale any more in ſuch 


a aſes.
